The Fall of Naples 
The capture of Naples constitutes one more 
step on the long, long road to Berlin. It is a 
good and a satisfactory step, but if we inter- 
pret as any more than a single stride we shall 
only be deluding ourselves. 

North of Naples, along the route the Fifth 
Army under General Clark must take, are more 
mountains; which must be won. It will not 
be easy, no easier than the advance north and 
east of Salerno. For mountain roads and 
mountain passes are ideal terrain for defense. 

So far, in Italy, we have won gratifying 
successes. These have been won, however, by 
pushing the Germans back. There have been 
few German prisoners taken, although we have 
undoubtedly inflicted severe losses in killed and 
wounded on the enemy. 

The point to remember is, however, there 
will be no considerable weakening of German 
strength in Italy until the Allied armies are 
able to surround and destroy or capture, a 
number of their divisions. The Germans with- 
drew in good order from Salerno and from 
Naples. They. remain a potent fighting force 
with many excellent lines for defense for 
them to use. | 

It is now stated that the Allies will be able 
to make the port of Naples fit for use in eight 
days. This refutes the German report that they 
had so smashed docks, warehouses and 
other installations the port will be unusable 
for a long time. 

If deep draught ships are able to use Naples 
in eight days’ time, the importance of the 
capture of the city will be considerably in- 
creased. Then, it would become the most valu- 
able port for Allied use yet secured in Italy. 


Armchair Perils 

Most armchair strategists are harmless, be- 
cause their role in life carries with it no 
authority. They may criticise the conduct of 
the war all they please, because no one pays 
any attention anyway and the utmost their 
outpourings can evoke is a smile of patient 
tolerance. 

The situation changes, however, when the 
amateur strategist happens to occupy a position 
where what he says carries some weight, where 
he may be able to “do something” about the 
conduct of the war. 

During senate debate on the Wheeler bill, 
which would prohibit draft of all fathers into 
the armed services, Senator Sheridan Downey, 
of Californie, saw fit on the senate floor to 
condemn the high command of the United 
States Army. His criticism was that, if said 
high command had wished, it could have 
brought about the defeat of Germany months 
ago solely through the use of bombing planés. 

Furthermore, Downey pitted his own judg- 
ment against that of all the trained military 
and naval leaders in this country when he 
asserted, without qualification, that our land 
force is “already too large.” 

Inasmuch as Downey has taken unto him- 
self the prerogative of setting his own judg- 
ment against that of Generals Marshall, Eisen- 
however, MacArthur, Patton, Clark and all 
other American fighting leaders, it should be 
interesting to delve into his past, seeking to 
discover how and when he acquired this su- 
preme military wisdom. 

Downey is a native of Wisconsin and is now 
59 years old. He was educated in the public 
schools of Laramie and the University of 
Michigan Law school. He practiced law until 
he was elected to the U.S. senate for the term 
which began in 1939. He is a strong advocate 
of pensions for everybody and is the author 
of several publications on economic subjects. 

That is all. He never attended West Point, 
he never studied tactics in the army staff 
college. He has had no military experience 
whatever. 

Just where he got his omniscience in mat- 
ters of war strategy remains a mystery. He 
must have acquired it in dreams. 

This is the type of armchair strategist who, 
because of his brief political authority, con- 
stitutes a real peril to the nation, to its fight- 
ing men and to the victory for which we work 
- and give and sacrifice.

Uncover the Facts 

The Police Committee has turned over to 
the Fulton grand jury the responsibility for 
delving into alleged irregularities in fhe bond- 
making business in Atlanta. There have been 
charges made which should be _ probed 
thoroughly. If it is revealed that professional 
bondsmen are guiltless of any illegality, the 
stigma placed upon them by these charges 
should be removed. 


If, on the other hand, these bondsmen have 
been guilty of illegal preying upon those con- 
victed in recorders’ courts, they should be 
indicted. 


In many cities there is a tendency to prey 
upon those unfortunates who are arrested on 
some minor charge. The great proportion are 
people without financial resource. Many of 
them are confused and afraid. They ‘are easy 
victims for any who would take advantage of 
their situation. 

It is quite possible there.are evil conditions 
in respect to the making of police station 
bonds in Atlanta which are yet well within 


— the limits of the written law. Some things which 


violate the laws of decency, humanity and 
morality are still not illegal in the technical 
sense. 

If there are such legalized evils existent in 
Atlanta, the grand jury will serve the public 
good by exposing them and suggesting laws or 
ordinances, which could be enacted, to stamp 
them: out. 


Too Bad, Girls 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee has 
voted unanimously against sending WAVES, 
SPARS and Women Marines overseas. Thus 
the only female contingent of our fighting 
forces to serve outside the continental United 
States will be the WACS. 

The decision, undoubtédly, was a deep dis- 
appointment to almost all the girls now in 
the affected units. Few of them had doubted 
that, in due time, they would be permitted to 
serve, just as do the WACS, wherever they 
are needed in the zones of conflict. Many had 
joined with that hope as the chief impulse 
in their enlistment. 

It is to be feared, now that the senate 
committee has, apparently, definitely denied 
their wish, that enlistment in these three 
branches will fall off. Girls who hope to go 
overseas will, undoubtedly, become WACS by 
preference, 

That this is unfortunate at a time when 
efforts are being made to enlist many more 
girls in all the uniformed services is unde- 
niable. 

Reason given by the senate committee for 
its adverse action is that there are few foreign 
billets suitable for women in the Navy. The 
WACS, said Chairman Walsh, are in different 
situation because there are more Army in- 
stallations abroad where they can be useful. 


Lunch-Hour Prgblem 

Atlanta is not as bad as many cities in re- 
gard to business people getting lunches and 
returning to work on time, according to re- 
ports. However, the situation is difficult 
enough here and, since it could be better, why 
not consider the possibilities of improvement? 

The weak point in the whole set-up is the 
fact that those who do not work—mainly 
women—are swarming into town with no 
thought at all for the thousands and thou- 
sands of men and women in office buildings 
who must eat and get back on their jobs in 
a definite number of minutes. 

Restauranteurs have protested. Working 
men and women have raised their voices 
against the practice on the spot—waiting in 
line at cafeterias or around the walls of cafes. 

The protests, voiced singly or in groups of 
three or four, have brought scowls and frowns, 
nothing more. 


Short observation by anyone will prove the 


point. 

Why women shopping, with or without 
children in tow, cannot wait until after the 
office workers’ rush to eat already has be- 
come a well-discussed point. 

There seems to be no answer, except that 
folks shopping could eat at 1:15 p. m. or after, 
without trouble. 

The question remains: Why don’t they? 


How much simpler if Italy had been one of 
the effete democracies.

WASHINGTON PARADE

POLITICAL CHICANERY WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Now 
that all of tH® essential facts have 


been revealed by the White House and the War Department, it 

must be evident to every self-respecting American that the recent 

false furor raised over the status of General Marshall, Army chief 
of staff, was about as indecent a piece of po- 
litical chicanery as has ever been perpetrated 
on the country. 

An effort was made to have the country 
believe that General Marshall, one of our ablest 
military leaders, was being eased out of his 
present position—‘kicked upstairs’—by the 
pressure of political influence. 

The whole thing was started by an errone- 
ous, half-baked piece of gossip blown‘up out of 
all proportions and published by the Army and 
Navy Journal, one of the service publications. 
It was to the effect that General Marshall, be-

, bere post of chief of staff under the guise of giving 

him a more important military assignment, a sort of global com- 
mand which actually would be meaningless, 

Segmeénts of the antiadministration press, notably the McCor- 
mack-Patterson newspapers and the Hearst. publications, seized on 
the incident as a plot to wreck our whole war effort. What started 
as an idle bit of gossip in a second-rate publication was built up 
into charges of the most serious character, both against the White 
House and the British government. 


CRACKPOTS IN CONGRESS Crackpot elements in congress 
picked up the charges and 


began shouting them as established facts. The Hearst papers fea- 
tured stories to the effect that behind the efforts to “kick Marshall 
upstairs” was a plan of influential White House advisers to give 
Lieutenant General Brehon B. Summervell, chief of the Army sup- 


ply forces, control of the spending of $2,000,000,000 in the coming ° 


year through reorganization of the Army production front. 

To the administration was imputed the motive to use the Army’s 
production program as a political weapon in the 1944 presidential 
campaign. 

All of this has now been exploded as utterly ridiculous, as any 
right-minded person might have judged from the start. For any- 
one to have assumed otherwise was to stamp Mr, Roosevelt as a 
pliant fool and Prime Minister Churchill as a cunning conniver, 
guided more by his own personal prejudices than the well-being of 
the British war effort which he is directing. 


PUBLIC NOT FOOLED Fortunately for the country, the 


public was not taken in by these 
false and sinister charges. There is no evidence of anyone being 
impressed with the stupid stories, except perhaps those who, be- 
cause of their deep hatred of the President and all things British, 
are willing to believe anything which suits their nefarious purpose. 

Obviously the elements which were spreading the charges hoped 
to stigmatize the President by bringing into disrepute his over-all 
direction of the war effort. They were thinking in terms of the 
effect such stories would have on the coming presidential election, 
which is expected to find Mr. Roosevelt a candidate for a fourth 
term. ; 

First, Secretary of War Stimson, a Republican; then General 
Marshall, and finally President Roosevelt, all exposed the charges 
as a fraud. There was absolutely no basis of truth to any of the 
wild conjectures that were made. A lot of people, through their 
own gullibility, have made themselves ridiculous about nothing. 


MMAND It does seem to be true, as the Presi- 
Cie dent half confirmed, that General Mar- 


shall has been proposed for the post of global commander of all 
British-American forces. But it has been made clear that that 
development, when and if it comes, will be far from “kicking” the 
general upstairs. 

If putting a recognized able military commander in the highest 
military post ever known is kicking a man upstairs, then those who 
use the term have a perverted sense of its meaning. 

The sad, shocking part of it is, as revealed im the Marsal! affair, 
there are too many elements in our population who are willing to 
put out any sort of an idle rumor and serve it up to the public as 
having a factual basis. It does not matter how damaging this 
whispering gallery type of news may be so long as it serves the 
purpose of the maligners. 

The danger of it all is, as pointed out in an editorial by the New 
York Herald Tribune, a Republican newspaper, that too much of 
the public “has reached the state in which anything in a gossip 
column, any radio commentator’s rumor, any unsubstantiated piece 
of allegedly ‘inside’ information or shrewd guesswork, is accepted 


as readily as—often more readily than—the confirmed, authorita-

He 
was, in the opinion of many 
critics, the greatest basso the 
Metropolitan Opera Company ever 
presented. We all remember him 
when he sang at the auditorium 
during, I believe, two of Atlanta’s 
famous old seasons of opera. He 
was the outstanding sensation of 
the year. 

A Russian, Chaliapin, we al- 
ways understood, had to remit the 
major portion of his earnings to 
the Soviet. How he prospered 
financially was always a question. 

can remember him singing 
The Volga Boatmen’s Song on the 
crounds of the Capital City Club, 
one night, after he had primed 
himself with what he called 
“Georgia Vodka.” Actually, Geor- 
gia’s well known juice of the corn.

There is the ar- 
gument, Is it better for us to go 
along in bland blindness, or is it 
better for us to fully realize the 
sort of horrors that have struck in 
so many parts of the world and 
which have only escaped our own 
homes by the kindliness of fate? 


Not All Americans 


Have Escaped 

And, while on the subject, it is 
well to remind that not all Ameri- 
cans have escaped the horrors of 
war as have we. 


Those of our peoplé who were 
unfortunate enough to be caught 
at Hongkong, Singapore, on the 
Philippines and in many other 
places went through brutality not 
ome whit less horrible than the 
scenes depicted in “For Whom the 
Bell Tolls.” 

They learned a lot about war at 
Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941. 

And tens of thousands of our 
own are learning still more, today, 
in Italy and the South Pacific. 

We'll be better home-front fight- 
ers, I believe, the more thoroughly 
we understand, and feel deep with- 


in us, just what war involves, just 
what it does to the individual 
victims. 

We need, all of us, to get blazing 
mad. And we can only get mad if 
we feel the emotion of sick horror

I wrote a piece in which 
said that the real agricultural empire of the 
State was in an area of which Tifton and Val- 
dosta were roughly the center. 
This has brought forth some shrieks of 
anguish from Moultrie, which I certainly did 
not mean to slight. Moultrie is in the same 
general area as Tifton and Valdosta. The most 
heart-rending shriek of all was from a former 
resident of Moultrie whose menta! anguish was 
lengthy and as follows: 
ae “Il read with interest your article on south 
Georgia in this morning’s Constitution and agree with you that 
Tifton is a wonderful place. Valdosta, too! 

“But you were right next door to the world-famous Col- 
quitt county, and Moultrie, its county seat, and you never men- 
tioned it! 

“Maybe I am prejudiced in Moultrie’s (and Colquitt county’s) 
favor, but I happened to live there for 15 months a few years 
ago ng learned the story of one Horace McDowell, and Colquitt 
county. 

“Incidentally, I’ve seen surveys made by national magazines 
that showed Colquitt county to have the largest farm income. 
per farm, of any county in the state—by far— and well up among 
counties of the entire nation. 

“But getting back to this McDowell. It seems that some 28 
years ago Swift bought a packing plant at Moultrie that had been 
built by local c:pital and was about to close, or closed. 

“They sent this McDowell to Moultrie to run it. He was ready 
and willing but his job was to process meat and there just wasn’t 
any meat on the hoof in those parts. Fact is, that is why the 
plant was sold. 

“McDowell was young. He had to make good. He had to get 
cattle and hogs. So he started at the beginning. He went out and 
talked to farmers, he tried to sell them the idea that cotton was 
all right, but it would be a good idea to have a few chickens to 
provide eggs for the family and fryers: a hog for meat each 
winter, a cow for milk, and a vegetable garden for the family. 

“He talked to bankers. In fact, he talked to everybody. Farm- 
ers liked him. Gradually they took over the idea. 

“And his idea was that if a farmer had a cow to furnish milk 
for his family that cow would have a calf now and then that 
the farmer would be glad to part with for cash. 

“And if the farmer had a sow to furnish pork for the family. 
one sow generally furnishes more pork than one family could 
use and the balance would be sold on the hoof, for cash, to the 
packing plant. 

“His idea worked! But he continued his promoting throughout 
the years, After the farmers of Colquitt county got to raising cows 
and*hogs, he encouraged them to raise better ones; to get good stock, 
to produce more and more, and they did. 

“McDowell bought them all, and when he got more than he 
could handle in his plant, he shipped them out by the trainload 
to other packing plants. 

“In the meantime, after they got to producing these hogs, fed 
out on peanuts because south Georgia farmers can get. far more 
peanuts than corn to the acre, it was found that some markets 
objected to what they call ‘soft pork’ because it is so oily. 

“That didn’t stop McDowell. He knew the pork was good and 
he devised the name Peanut Pork, boasted of its fine oily quality, 
and continued to sell all he could get. 

“Now McDowell couldn’t have done all of this alone. He 
found these south Georgia farmers, especially in Colquitt and 
adjoining counties (one of which is Tift), to be aggressive, intelli- 
gent, good workers and anxious to get ahead. That is why they 
went for the Colquitt county plan which became nationally 
famous at the time: ‘A cow, a sow, chickens and a vegetable gar- 
den on every farm.’ 

“Yours, for a boost for Colquitt county, 
“KEN KIMBEL.” 

What Mr. Kimbel missed was most important. Moultrie and 
Colquitt county were the first to hire a year-round teacher of 
vocational agriculture and to make their vocational school firs 
rate. The teaching of vocational agriculture is the real hope of 
the state and the vocational teachers the most valuable. I join 
him in a cheer for Colquitt county to add to the many I have 


written before. 
D. S. WAINER While in Valdosta I was taken around to see 
D. S. Wainer and his attractive family. Mr. 
Wainer would talk only about Polled Herefords. He was to come 
around at 6 o’clock the next morning and take me out to see his 
livestock farm. Six o’clock came unusually ea?ly the next morn- 
ing and so we called it off by mental telepathy. He writes as 
follows, calling attention to the progress made in five years: 

“The Southeastern Polled Hereford Association, composed of 
80 pure-bred breeders in the southeast, will have its next annual 
sale of pure-bred breeding cattle in Moultrie, Ga.. on December 
9. There will be 80 head of breeding stock, raised in this section. 
at that sale, and we will have our semi-annual dinner in the 
Colquitt hotel on the night of December 8. I would like to have 
you attend this dinner, and the show and sale the next day, and 
I am sure you will be delighted to learn what is going on in the 
southeast towards the improvement of our cattle. 

“This is our fifth (I think) annual sale, and just five years ago 
it would have been impossible to have had a sale of this type, as we 
did not have enough pure-bred breeders, or the right type of cattle 
in many instances. It was nice to see you on your recent trip here, 
and I expect to come in to see you before too long about the above. 
With best regards, I am Sincerely yours, 

“D. S. WAINER.” 

Well, Mr. Wainer, I'll try to be there. There is no more 
dramatic story in the whole south than the amazing progress 
being made in the cattle industry, and especially in the agricul- 
tural empire of the state of which, roughly, Tifton, Valdosta and 
Moultrie, are the center.

It is 
a great and honest book, and it will tell you more about the Mor- 
mons and the Mexican War and our conquest of the west than you 
will learn from a shelf of textbooks. And it is also top-notch 
entertainment. 

But if you want the easiest way to learn history, read good . 
historical novels, such as “Northwest Passage” and that whole 
series. 

It is true history with a sugar coating of fiction, and I recom- 
mend it as the most pleasant way to get educated. |

As Envoy to Moscow

WASHINGTON, Oct. 


1—(AP)—W. Averell Harriman, | 


wealthy 5l-year-old industrialist and lend-lease “expediter” | 


in London, was nominated today to be ambassador to Moscow, 


thus completing United States preparations for the momen- | 


tous conferences impending with Britain and Russia. 


Harriman, who inherited a great 
railroad fortune and became a 
successful businessman in his own 
right, will take with him to Rus- 
Sia years of experience in dealing 
with big men and a friendship al- 
ready established with Premier 
Joseph Stalin. 

He succeeds the retiring 71-year- 
old Admiral William H. Standley 
who recently arrived here to as- 
sist in laying the foundation far 
the coming tripartite conference 
either in Moscow or London. 


Harriman’s appointment follows 
the selection of another young 
businessman, Edward R. Stettinius 
Jr., former United States Steel 
board chairman and lend-lease ad- 
ministrator, to be undersecretary 
of state. Stettinius, who will be 
43 on October 22, was confirmed 
by the senate yesterday. There 
has been talk that he, too, will 
accompany Secretary of State Hull 
to the conferences with Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden and For- 
eign Commissar Molotov. 

Friends say that Hull, who will 
be 72 years old tomorrow, is going 
to Europe ready to lay all cards 
on the table in a frank discussion 
of war and postwar questions. 

Stettinius, if he goes along, and

Harriman is a tall, dark, quiet 
man. He attended Groton and 
Yale and then went to work for 
his father’s principal interest, the 
Union Pacific railroad, later be- 
coming its board chairman. 

His friendly attitude toward 
labor on the Union Pacific won 
him the reputation in government 
circles of being one of the most 
liberal-minded men among the big 
industrialists. President Roosevelt 
named him to several jobs in the 
early New Deal days, including 
chief of the National Recovery 
Administration in New York state.

America for use against the Fighting Irish of Notre Dame Saturday 
afternoon. 

Offhand, the name of Ed Scharfschwerdt would seem little 
different from a host of Irish performers. Tech will be up against 
boys pronounced Zer-ob-skee ‘(short 0), Sig-nee-ah-go, Two-door- 
o-vich, Schue-man-skee, A-ray-do and others. . 

But in German Scharfschwerdt means “sharp sword.” Profes- 
cor A. H. Armstrong, business manager, calls him nothing else. 
Coach Alex has labeled him “sharkskin.” In the barracks he is 
simply Ed. 

But on a football field he can pass as “Sharp Sword.” 
He knifed through the Carolina line last week and he has 
been whetted for'a few thrusts against Notre Dame. 

Al McDonald is slated to start the game at fullback, but 
“Sharp Sword” will be ready for instant duty. And he will 
see a lot of action.

During a practice last year Alex, desiring a player practicing 
in another part of Rose Bowl field, sung out “Jordan.” 

“Which one?” an assistant inquired.

Georgia Tech has won only twice in 13 games, but the won 
and lost record hasn’t been so important. It has been a colorful 
intersectional series. It ranks today as one of the outstanding inter- 
sectional rivalries in America. 

The game Saturday should be one of the 10 best of the 
year. Notre Dame is the favorite due to a preponderance of 
fine backfield material and general experience. Many of last 
vear’s stars, including the starting backfield, are determined 
to make up for the 13-6 loss to the Jackets here last year. 

Georgia Tech is the underdog for the second straight 
week. 

North Carolina was favorite last Saturday when Tech won, 20-7, 
The Jackets were on their home field and capitalized on some 
breaks. e 

It will bear repeating, too, that North Carolina was not too 
well organized. Coach Tom Young wants to play the Jackets 
again later on. 

Notre Dame’s squad is well organized and it is experienced. 
In addition to such outstanding backs as Jim Mello, Creighton 
Miller. Angelo Bertelli and Bob Kelly, there is a sensational fresh- 
man transfer from Illinois, Julius Rykovich. John Lujack is push- 
ing Miller for a starting job at left half. 

Tech has little of last year’s experience to carry into the game. 
Only Captain Mutt Manning, “Stinky” Stein and Eddie Prokop 
really know what the T formation is all about. 

The others will have to learn the hard way. 

It is not likely there ever will be another

In strange contrast to Georgia 
teams of the past few years, there 
wasn’t a _ single forward pass 
thrown by the Butts men. There 
was no need, for T. P. Il. never 
could effectively stop the running 
attack. 

The only thing Georgia coaches 
learned from the game was that 
George Jernigan, asubstitute 
guard, is a capable replacement 
for Leo Costa, placekicking artist. 
Jernigan tried nine placements 
and sent seven through the up- 
rights. Jernigan has kicked 11 
extra points in 14 attempts this 
season. 


FIRST QUARTER. 


It took Georgia just seven min- 
utes to score a touchdown. Taking 
the ball on the 34 after TPI’s kick- 
off, the Bulldogs marched 66 
yards in eight successive line 
thrusts. Johnny Cook scored from 
the two, and George Jernigan 
converted. 

Then, scarcely a minute later, 
Rabbit Smith broke off tackle and 
raced 56 yards to score another. 
Jernigan converted and Georgia 
led, 14-0. It took eight plays to go 
70 yards later in}the same quarter, 
Cook piling over from the two to 
score. Jernigan kicked the point, 
and Georgia stretched the lead to 
21-0 before the quarter ended. 


SECOND QUARTER. 


A Tech fumble late in the first 
quarter set up Georgia’s fourth 
touchdown. Recovering on the 
Eagles’ 30, Cook and Billy Rut- 
land slammed to the goal in five

6. Jernigan converted. 

Tech handled the ball just twice 
before Georgia went marching 
again. Pierce Robertson intercept- 
ed R. L. Highers’ pass on Tech’s 
40 and returned it to the 33. 
Eleven plays later Rutland banged 
over from the one, and Jernigan 
kicked the point. 

Unable to gain, Tech punted, 
but Jernigan blocked and recover- 
ed on the 21. Joe Hollingsworth 
shook free on the 15 to score, mak- 
ing it 41-0. The half ended with- 
out further scoring.

Willkie Ends 
Doubts; He'll 
Run,Provided- 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—() 
Wendell L. Willkie stated plainly 
today that he would like to run 
again for President on the Repub- 
lican ticket provided the party 
would adopt his ideas about do- 
mestic economic matters and for- 
eign policies. 

“If the Republican party would 
adopt liberal policies, both foreign 
and domestic,” he told a press 
conference, “I would’devote every 
minute I could, either as a worker 
in the ranks or as a candidate.” 

Willkie said his concept of a 
foreign policy for -this country 
stressed heavily the importance 
of “Asia and the Far East,” with 
respéct to world order. He urges 
that Americans look more’ toward 
Asia and less toward Europe in 
considering world affairs. : 

Domestically, he added, this 
country should recognize the need 
of continued high production after 
the war. He said this high pro- 
duction is being realized at pres- 
ent due to the adoption of a cer- 
tain measure of dictatorship. In 
the peace to come, he continued, 
it must be maintained without 
the continued application of Fas- 
cist principles.

In common usage a vegetarian,

dom. In other words, most vege- 
'tarians should be described tech- 
inically “lacto-ovo-vegetarians.” 
‘This is generally contracted to 
“lacto-vegetarians,” but even that 
‘term is used infrequently, the 
simple word vegetarian sufficing 
to describe those who use the non- 
meat diet.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—(4)— 
The official beginning of the pre- 
war fathers draft came today and 
with it still another senate pro- 
posal to slow the call for family 
heads—by banning occupational 
deferments for non-fathers under 
thirty. 

This, the latest of a series of 
substitutes for the admittedly 
doomed Wheeler bill to head off 
the fathers draft, was offered by 
Senators Revercomb, Republican, 
West Virginia, and Robertson, Re- 
publican, Wyoming. 

The two first-term senators pre- 
sented their plan as a revision of 
legislation proposed by Senator 
Taft, Republican, Ohio. 

Senator Wheeler, Democrat, 
Montana, fought still for his bill, 
which would forbid drafting of 
prewar fathers until January 1, 
pending a more lasting embargo 
against calling family heads. A 
vote was put over until next 
week. 

He told a virtually deserted sen- 
ate chamber today that he would 
“leave it to history ‘to determine 
whether I am right.” 

Charging that the senate, par- 
ticularly his absent Democratic 
colleagues, “apparently prefer to 
take fathers” rather than fill mili- 
tary quotas without them, the 
Montanan complained to a well- 
filled gallery and the four Repub- 
lican senators on the floor: 

“Take a look at the Democratic 
side and see how many there are 
who are interested in getting the 
facts!”
